plied with these orders; that the defend- 
ant waited for two weeks, and finding 
that nothing was done on the part of the 
landlord, left under the apprehension that 
the was imperilling the health of himself 
and family by remaining." The case was 
appealed to a higher court and confirmed. 
It is to be hoped the practice will become 
general.—Sanitarian.

Thi current remarks about the ex- 


trava; ance of social customs and the folly 
of social display at Washington, in con- 
nectk n with the change of Admiuistra- 
tion, are neither just nor in good taitc. 
The cbangs in the customs prevailing at 
the National capital, in this particular, 
has nut been due to the Administration 
nor to the Republican party, but to the 
fact tnat great improvements wjtb'm the 
pat>t twenty years have made Washington 
a far more agreeable place of residence 
than it formerly was for persons whose 
circumstances enable them to live where 
they please and whose position gives them 
social prominence. The city has become 
in a measure a place of fashionable resort 
in winter, less because officials of our 
own (iovernraont have taken the lead in 
social display, than because other wealth) 
citizens who reside there, and the rcpre- 
senta'ives of foreign Powers, find abund- 
ant time of social enjoyment. 
The tone 


of the place has changed, undoubtedly 
But h has not changed because of the in- 
fluence or example of Republican of- 
ficiate of members of cither House of 
Congi ess. 


Tb<- officials chosen by the Republican 


party, indeed, Imvo generally been men 
of moderate or small means, with little 
desiri' to vie in social display with the 
possessors of large wealth. Not one of 
the Republican Presidents has been a 
man of wealth, or fond of social extra- 
vagance. Secretary Serward was not , 
Secretary Fish, though rich, lived in a 
most quiet way, and Secretary Evarts 
followed the same excellent example. 
Nor have the Secretaries of the Treasury 
been conspicuous for wealth or display 
Speakers Grow, 
Col fax, 
Blaine and 


Keifer have been as little ambitious for 
the distinction which more money gives 
as Speakers Kerr, Randall and Carlisle. 
The truth is that there is no ground for 
the pretence that the social ways of 
Washington have been changed by the 
example or custom of rich Republican 
officials. 
In the Senate, at this time, 


there arc at least as many rich Demo- 
crats as there are rich Republicans, and 
of the Democratic Senators a much smal- 
ler proportion owe their position to tried 
and proved ability in legislation than of 
the Republican Senators. 


The fact that Washington has become 


a moi e desirable place of residence for 
peoplo of ample means, of late years, has 
caused men of both parties to seek or 
accept places in Congress who would not 
have consented to endure a winter in the 
city in old times. It is a notion quite as 
contemptible as it is common, that a man 
must needs be'incapable as a public ser- 
vant, if his abilities in private life have 
secured him 
an 
independence. But 


the same ability, as lawyer or business 
man, wliich enables a man to succeed in 
prvialo affairs, helps him to render more 
useful service in public station. 
The 


Senators, not a few, whoso only passport 
to influence and honor is their proved 
ability and established character, rank no 
highei in the Senate as useful and faithful 
legislators than others whose abilities 
„!„« „ ..UI»J tl 
. 


dence. They are Senators, as there are 
members of the House, in both political 
parties, who owe their seats wholly to 
their wealth or their success in business 
enterprises, and jet even these men are 
not found as a rule imcompctent or un- 
worthy legislators. 
There is always one 


thing meaner than the extravagant dis- 
play of wealth, and that is the spite 
which lOrae people show toward those 
whose honest enterprise or labor 
been conspicuously successful.—Tribune-

"Iron Mask," the Bucks County cor- 


respondent of the G-ermantown Telegrapli, 
continues his reminiscence of the olden 
time as follows : 


The election of 1837 ».is a memorable 


one in Bucks coun<,y. 
In that year twen- 


ty-four negroes voted the Whig ticket at 
the Middletown pull, and Aaron Fi ies, As- 
sembly; Abraham Prelz, Goinmisioner 
arid llichard Moore, Auditqr, Whigs, were 
returned elected by majorities lots than 
tho number of negroes who had cast 
votes. It was determined by the Demo- 
crats to contest the election and settl« by 
judicial decision the right of the colored 
people to the franchise. Meetings were 
accordingly held at several places in the 
county, that held ut the Bear, now Rich- 
boro, the most notable. Gen. John Da> 
vis presided at this assembly. TUe con- 
clave gave expression to its views and 
purpose in a set of resolutions. It was 
set forth in the '-whereas" that twenty- 
four negroes hid voted at the Middletown 
poll; tlmt such votes were illegal; that 
negroes had never, until very recently, 
takei any part in government; that no 
negroes had ever voted in Philadelphia, 
wheie there were 25,000 of them. The

from this meeting to the Legislature 
showing that some 1780 negroes had been 
rePeved from the operation of certain 
laws, had been permitted to enjoy all 
civil rights, but trtot they should not be 
permitted to control the government of 
the whites by an assumption of political 
power.

TIIELS AND PLANTS AS PUKIFILRS.— 


'I he beneficial effects which plants anc 
trees ma; produce on dwelling sites anc 
tlie air of habitations have been made the 
subject of a paper by Dr James Evans 
before tba South Carolina Medical Asso- 
ciation. The network of fine fibrous roots 
of trees and plants, traversing the soil in 
every direction, feed on the organic mat- 
ter which would otherwise undergo de- 
compejition, polluting the soil, air, anc 
surface water. The vegetation also ab- 
sorbs excess of moisture and drains the 
soil. This moisture is afterward exhalec 
from the leaves, and there is DO doub 
that plants also exhale, with the moisture 
some of their active and peculiar princi- 
ples. The scent of mint and thyme is 
due to menthol and thymol, antiseptics 
of the highest value, and it is not im 
probable that their exhalations hove th< 
sime property. The eucalyptus is re1 


niarltable as a prophylactic against mala 
na. Its leaves immersed in hot water 
ure also said to be an efficient disinfec- 
tant in tbesick room. By virtue of their 
power to generate ozone, and to split up 
carbonic acid, absorbing the carbon anc 
sotting free the oxygen, plants remedy to 
some extent the evils of bad ventilation 
la Pasteur's virus-culture experiment! 
lie found that, when they were conductec 
under a diminished supply of oxygen, the 
germs retained their primitive virulence 
bat, on the contrary, when they had ac- 
cess to oxygen the virus became weaker

WITHIN THE BOKOUGHOF BRISTOL 


Bd It ordained and enacted bv the Burgess and 


Council ol the Borough of Bristol, and it Is hereby 
ordained and enacted by authority of the same 


Sji<;Tiotc l, 'luatfromandartarUiepassageofthls 


ordinance the throwing ot clones or other missiles, 
hv either natural or artificial mear.s or having In 
his or their po'-tipMilon, it device cornmonlv known as 
a nine-shot, shall be prohibited within the Borough 
ol Brislol.
